200,000 CONFRONT THE WARMAKERS IN 
WASHINGTON D.C. ON OCTOBER 21st! 


300 people from Southern California joined the 
200,000 American citizens who Confronted the Warmakers 
in Washington D.C. on October 21st. 

‘‘When thousands of Americans most of them 
young and well educated come to the capitol and have to 
be fenced off from attacking the Pentagon this is a so- 
lemn event’’ said James Reston in the New York Times 
of October 22. Time Magazine reported that the troops 
were the first committed in metropolitan Washington for 
crowd control duty since 1982 when Herbert Hoover 
called in 1,000 Cavalry and Infantrymen under Douglas 
MacArthur to put down the Bonus March. Police erected 
a barricade on their 5th floor headquarters for a central 
communications system... the first time they had 
taken such a measure since Pearl Harbor. The workhouse 
division of the Capital’s Department of Corrections pre- 
pared space and meals for 2,000 potential arrestees. 

From all these preparations it was obvious to 
the Johnson administration as well as to the demonstra- 
tors that this confrontation was different from all other 
previous anti-war actions. Significantly the nature of the 
war was pointed out when demonstrators painted ‘‘Smash 
Imperialism’: ‘“Crush Imperialism with Sex'’ and ‘‘We the 
people want power’’ on the walls of the Pentagon. 


Prior to the Confrontation Washington officials 
delayed the granting of the permit. Senator A. Williams 
Jr. (D. NJ) asked “‘I question whether this massive show 
of strength falls within the definition of reasonable and 
moderate crowd control. I wonder, rather, if the effect of 
these troops will be to intimidate those who are demon- 
Strating.’’ Federal Officials attempted to further frustrate 
the demonstration by causing the cancellation of 60 to 70 
buses from New York, but were themselves intimidated 
when officials of the 5th Ave. Peace Parade Committee 
pointed out to the New York Port Authority that 10,000 
people assembled at the terminal, waiting for transpor- 
tation to Washington D.C. would tie up all of New York’s 
public transportation. The problems were partially solved 
when a railroad and several bus companies called to 
offer their facilities. Buses were also canceled in Phi- 
ladelphia depriving ghetto residents from attending the 
rally. 

In spite of all of the administrations attempts to 
frustrate and intimidate the demonstration 200,000 turned 
out for the largest anti-war demonstration in the history 
of Washington D.C. When the first line of marchers 
reached the Pentagon at least three quarters of those 


assembled at the Lincoln Memorial had not yet begun to 
move. 


Those who participated in the Century City 
demonstration on June 23 remember that most were sur- 


prised by the violent attack by the LAPD. Here it was 
different, we knew it was possible for the Washington 
Police, the National Guard, the Military Police and the 
Paratroopers to attack. The parade marshals encouraged 
everyone to lock arms, women and children were moved 
to the center of the ranks and were advised to remove 
earings and necklaces. By the time the 2 day confron- 
tation had ended 50 or more were injured mostly by the 
Federal Marshals. On ‘‘Face the Nation’’ Dr. Spock said 
“... U saw the troops kicking Dagmar Wilson (leader of 
Womens Strike for Peace) a petite, very feminine woman 
they were kicking her along the ground.”’ 

Che Guevara was easily the most popular figure 
at the march. Che posters appeared everywhere. The 
Puerto Rican Independance Movement carried a 10 foot 
high portrait of Cuba’s Revolutionary Hero. Louis Gon- 
zales, Speaking for the PRI told the assembly that ‘‘the 
demand for the immediate withdrawal of U.S. troops from 
Vietnam is absolutely necessary in our fight against U.S. 
capitalism and imperialism.’’ American citizens had met 
not only to Confront the Warmakers and-to demand their 
government to “‘Bring the Troops Home Now’’ but also 
to defend the rights of the Vietnamese people to deter- 
mine their own destiny. 





When we reached the Pentagon we found rope 
barriers supported by wooden posts in our way. These 
barriers were easily passed over and in a short while 


the Pentagon grounds were swarming with several thou- 
sand demonstrators. The Military Police were well pre- 
pared (they had filled four olive-drab flame throwers with 
teargas). They used tear gas on the demonstrators seve- 
ral times during the night. For thier own reasons the 
Pentagon officials denied the use of the gas; with so 
many reporters present the truth was impossible to sup- 
press and the press reported its use. One young man of 
about 16 years old was walking around with a bandage 
over his eye as a result of an infection caused by tear 
gas. It must have surprised the guardians of the Penta- 
gon to discover that many of the young demonstrators 
were prepared for the tear gas; they had brought damp- 
ened cloths to protect themselves. Another demonstra- 
tor reached out and grabbed a gas mask from one of the 
MPs and threw it back into the crowd. We were there to 
Confront the Warmakers and not to be intimidated by them 







During the evening three to four thousand stayed 
on and staged a sit in on the steps and entrances to the 
Pentagon. At one point a spontaneous draft card burn- 
ing resulted in at least 100 similar flames lighting the 
Pentagon area. As the evening passed, and the chill set 
in some of the demonstrators burned picket signs and 
the wooden supports for the barriers to warm the night 
air. 

The siege of the Pentagon ended on Sunday night 
at Midnight when nearly 200 young American citizens 
were arrested for refusing to leave, bringing the total 
number of arrests to 650. 

In the Washington Post on Tuesday October 24, 
Nicholas Von Hoffman and Jim Hoogland wrote the fol- 
lowing paragraphs: 

‘‘With all the statements from both sides no one 
could answer the question of how a Democratic Society 
can fight a war if a multiplying segment of those who 
must be its soldiers organize against it. That question 
will become more painful as the activists make good on 
their promise to attempt organization within the armed 
forces. 


“They failed to win over any of the young MP’s 
guarding the Pentagon but two years ago they failed to 
get much of a response from the Nation’s campuses. 
They will try again; some of them will even accept in- 


duction so they can subvert the military from the inside’! 

The overwhelming majority of those who partici- 
pated in the Confrontation went home enthusiastic and 
satisfied that this action was a Significant step towards 
ending the war and toward making the necessary changes 
that will move us closer to a Sane and rational society. 
Most of us realized that this confrontation would not end 
the war, but it proves that the anti-war movement is now 
acting with perspective. Each action increases the sen- 
timent against the war. 


On October 25th the Gallup pole reported that 





46% oppose U.S. involvement in Vietnam; 44% favored it 
and only 10% had no opinion. What have we accom- 
plished? We have made it clear to President Johnson and 
his administration that more people in the U.S. are op- 
posed to the war in Vietnam than are in favor of it. When 
we consider that in August of 1965 only 24% were op- 
posed to the war; that the last gallup pole before the 
April 15 demonstrations showed only a figure of 32% 

c’ »osed to the war. Then we have offered a vehicle 
through which we the people can express our opposition 
to government policy and in the process make clear our 
reasons for that opposition. 





BLACK RALLY HELD IN WASHINGTON D.C. GHETTO 
ON OCTOBER 21st. 


As 200,000 people marched on the Pentagon in 
Washington D.C., 3,000 Black people marched into the 
Black Community of the Nation’s Capital to demonstrate 
their opposition to the White power structure’s war in 
Vietnam and the growing unity and independance of the 
Black People of America. 

The marchers carried banners expressing the 
ever increasing sentiments of the Black Community, 
‘‘Hell No We Won’t Go’’, ‘‘Arm with Rifles’’, ‘“‘The Viet 
Cong are our Black Brothers’’, and ““To Fight for Uncle 
Sam is to Fight For Your Own Slavery’’. 

About one half the marchers took part in the 
Lincoln Memorial rally, expressing their solidarity with 
the anti-war movemnt, but marched into the Black Com- 
munity of Washington D.C. where they felt their primary 
organizing work must be done. 

After the March a rally was held at Banneker 
Field near Howard University, among the speakers were 


Charles Kenyetta a leader of the Black Nationalist Mau 
Mau army and C. Sumner Stone executive director of the 
Washington Committee for Black Power. Mr. Stone talked 
of the new anti-demonstration laws as the new sophis- 
ticated 20th century ‘“Black Code’’ and said, “‘The 
black man is going to catch hell for awhile, but we must 
make our own decisions, we must work for the empower- 
ment of the black community.”’ 

At the rally many black nationalist flags were 
flown, and young blacks in African dress were prominate 
throughout the crowd. As the spirit of ‘‘Black is Beauti- 
ful’’ dominated the rally along with the idea and expec- 
tations of a new course in politics for the Black People 
of America. 

One sour note which entered the rally and march 
was the intimidation by federal authourities in cancel- 
ling buses carrying blacks to Washington from New York 
and Philadelphia. In Philadelphia four buses were can- 
celled and many Black people had to stay home, although 
several succeded in getting to the demonstration by 
other means.

23 ARRESTED IN LOCAL ANTI-WAR ACTIONS

in the arrest of twenty-three persons. The non- 
violent protestors were: housewives, teachers, stu- 
dents and office workers. Betty Rottger, the Peace 
Action Council; Cathy Klarin, Community Action 
Council; and Pat Rushton, were arrested at the In- 
duction Center Tuesday, October 17th allegedly 
blocking a doorway. The following 15 men were also 
arrested at the Center: Bill Doyle, Mark Fowler, 
Robert J. Maloney, Mike Swartz, Jim Nooitzedagt, 
Ronald N. Slivkoff, Christopher Ward, Patrick Pierce, 
Curron W. Warf, Don L. Bastone, Perry W. Leslie, 
Gene Heyman, Will J. Martin, Douglas J. Peters 
and Stephen Peters. 

John 8. VanF leet, was arrested at the 
Induction Center, Monday, October 16, and charged 
with ‘Battery’? because, VanF leet said: ‘‘I allegedly 
threw a piece of paper at an employee of the center.”’ 
His bail was $276.00. The L. A. Committee for De- 
fense of the Bill of Rights, placed bail for all these 
people and will provide attorneys for all who want 
them. 

On Wednesday, October 18th, Cornell 
Henderson, Chairman of West CORE, and an As- 
Sistant Field Commander in the Community Alert Pa- 
trol, was arrested at the Induction Center for 
‘Disturbing the Peace.’’ Henderson said that ‘’Ultra 
Rightists’’ jeering at the Center were not bothered by 
the police. 

At Valley State College, Wednesday, during 
an anti-war rally Paul Shinoff and Jack Weinstein, 
were arrested. The bail was $550.00 each. The L.A. 
Committee for Defense of the Bill of Rights placed 
bail for these students.

TRANSPORTATION AND FINANCES 


The Transportation Committee, reporting from 
Washington, D.C. at the close of its operation, is 
pleased to report that it has dispersed $1,577.00 in sche 
larship money to enable people to attend the Oct. 21st 
Confrontation from So. California and return. The Com- 
mittee thus enabled more than 100 people to make the 
trip. Contributors will be pleased to know that much mi- 
lage was obtained from their dollars. Despite the ter- 
rific logistics problems attendant to moving large num- 
bers from California to Washington, all but a few reques& 
were accommodated. The committee formula for disperse- 
ments was to give priorities to minority groups, black 
and Mexican, activists from the various anti-war com- 
mittees, as well as campuS activists. The third priority 
was students and last, diverse elements, adult and youth 
Gas and oil expenditures were the largest single item. 
Road money for hitch-hikers, and in a limited number of 
cases money was expended to round out plane and bus 
tickets. 

The committee functioned in Los Angeles through 
October 19th and then established quarters at the Con- 
tinental Hotel in Washington D.C. through Monday, Oct. 
22, when the last of the Southern California contingent 
hit the road back to the anti-war struggles in Southern 
California. 

Amoung the diverse groups receiving assistance 
from the transportation committee were the Compton 
United Action Committee, Black Panther Party of Los 
Angeles, SNCC, Eastside Community Union, Student 
Mobilization Committee, So. Calif. Mobilization Com- 
mittee, Young Socialist Alliance, Echo Park Peace 
Committee, students from Cal Tech, Long Beach Peace 
Center, Cal State, L.A., UCLA and numerous individuals 
With affiliations unknown. 

In the totality of 200,000 participating in the 
Oct. 21 confrontation, an actual head count of Southern 
Californians was impossible, but in the considered es- 
timates of the Committee, well over 300 participated 
from the Southern California area. 

The immense success and the experience of the 
confrontation will return those participants to the strug- 


gle with renewed vigor. A comprehensive financial re- 
port of the SCMC will be available at the Victoria Hall 
meeting sceduled for Nov. along with eyewitness reports 
of the participants in the Washington action. 


5 PERSONS ARRESTED FOR ANTI-DRAFT, FREE- 
SPEECH RALLY AT MANUAL ARTS HIGH SCHOOL 


On Friday, September 29th, the Black Anti- 

Draft Union of Los Angeles held a rally across the 
street from Manual Arts High School (42 and Vermont). 
The rally was called to protest and offer alternatives 

to the drafting of young black men into the United States 
military to fight the governments wars of aggression. 

A point of great concern at the rally was also 
the inhuman treatment of students at Manual Arts by the 
openly racist principal, Denahy. Approximately 250 
Students and other interested persons in the neighbor- 
hood attended the rally. 

Arrested were: Vera Greenwood, mother of 3 and 
a grade school teacher; Debra Greenwood, Fifteen year 
old daughter of Mrs. Vera Greenwood and 11th grade stu- 
dent at Manual Arts High; Cornell Henderson, organizer 
for South Los Angeles CORE; John Harris, a coordinator 
for the Black Anti-Draft Union; James Johnson, a student 
At LACC and President of the Black Student Union there 

All five persons, except Debra Greenwood (who 
was arraigned as a minor, were charged $550.00 bail. 
All five were charged with 1. using a loud speaker too 
close to a school, 2. disturbing the peace, 8. inciting 
a riot. 

The Black Anti-Draft Union sees these arrests 
as part of the increase of barbarisms on Black people, 
and freedom loving people in this country and in the 
world, especially Vietnam.
